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THE MODERN BUTCHER. 


“Among the many new things which have 
come with the concentration of slaughtering 
of live stock and the development of the 
dressed meat industry we may class the ‘new 
butcher.’ In reality the word butcher is now 
a misnomer for many modern purveyors of 
meats, are little more than clerks. The 
old-time butcher was a good judge of live 
stock, a shrewd buyer, a careful dresser of 
meats and an artist with the knife and cleay- 
er. He knew thoroughly the animals whose 
carcasses he handled, and the use of the va- 
rious parts, and he allowed no wasteful cut- 
ting of meats. When the dressed meat house 
took charge of the buying and killing, confin- 
ing the butcher's work to merely cutting up 
dressed meats, a new class of butchers ap- 
peared. They know comparatively little about 
the animals whose meats they cut, and hence 
they often cut wastefully and injudiciously. 
For this reason the public views with regret 
the passing of the old-time butcher, and both 
consumers and sellers of meats are calling 
for an improvement in the work of those who 
cut meats for them at present. A plan of 
education to make the modern butcher more 
efficient is now being discussed.”—Ine Na- 
tional Stockman. 

We do not wholly agree with our usually 
well-informed contemporary in the above ar- 
gument. Of course, the fact is to be regretted 
that there are many men in the retail trade 
who know absolutely nothing about the tech- 
nique of the business, and perhaps never will. 
Such men, however, never hold out very long, 
for the reason that the retail butchering busi- 
ness, like pretty much every other, requires 
a good share both of experience and intelli- 
gence, and, in cases where both qualifications 
come into play success is invariably assured. 
As a matter of fact, the passing of the old- 
time butcher who slaughtered a few cattle ev- 
ery week is due just as much to wasteful 
methods as to a desire by health authorities 
to centralize slaughter-house work in a mod- 
ern abattoir and under one roof. This has re- 
sulted in an econombic utilization of every por- 
tion of a bullock, which is not possible, or 
rather not worth while where the slaughter is 
limited to a few, or even a few dozen head 
in the week. The retailer of to-day should be 
‘And, in a great degree, is, an artist in the 
economic and profitable manipulation of a car- 
eass of beef, pork or mutton. The slaughter- 
er, who takes the place of the “old-time 
butcher,” does the rough work, such as dress- 
ing, cleaning, ete., leaving the fine surgery to 
the retailer. The slaughterer, too, is the judge 
of the live stock, for he is the buyer of it, and 
knows, or should know, the requirements of 
his trade. It is well for the retailer also to be 
a judge of live stock, but it is not necessary, 
as the success of his end of the business de- 
pends more on his being a judge of meat. 
This is a branch of the business easily ac- 
quired, even with bitter experience sometimes, 
and demonstrates the usefulness of a practical 
training. The consumer is critical as to qual- 
ity, and the retailer quickly learns thereby 
if his wholesaler is treating him properly. We 
certainly favor any plan of an educational 
character formulated to improve matters in 
this respect, but the question has been on the 
boards before. If we recall aright, we believe 
the matter was informally discussed at some 
of the conventions of the Retail Butchers’ Na- 
tional Protective Association, but nothing 
tangible resulted. In Germany there is an 
educational institution for teaching the tech- 
nique of butchering and packing, which we 
believe does very well. Such an effort, we 
think, should also be possible in the United 
States. Reverting to the days of the “old- 
time butcher,” who was always a slaughterer, 
our contemporary should remember that he 
knew nothing and cared less about such mat- 
ters as caring for bones, horns, hoofs, fertil- 
izer, oleo oil, good grade tallow and such like. 
Neither did he take the trouble of taking off 
his hides properly, or in such a way as to suit 
the hide dealer. 

We would like to see the “old-time butcher” 
hold on to his trade and defy competition, but 





every day furnishes evidences of his inability 
to do so. ‘Science, machinery, capital and 
centralization are against him. Those who do 
remain have shaken off old-time methods, and 
do not carry their offices in their hats. 
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EXPORTING CANADIAN BEEF. 


The Canadian Government is just now seri- 
ously considering the question of lending its 
aid and influence to the building up and fos- 
tering of an export business to England in 
dressed beef. Canadian farmers have for a 
long time complained of the restrictions placed 
by England against their cattle and have so 
often protested to the English Government in 
vain that they have now practically decided 
that the best way to get over the difficulty is 
to slaughter the cattle at the shipping ports 
and send it over by fast steamers in refrigera- 
tor chambers, as is now done from the United 
States. The idea is that the government should 
erect large abattoirs in such cities as Mon- 
treal and Quebec, permit only the slaughter 
of the very best grade of cattle, and thereby 
assure its sale on the other side. The plan, 
of course, is feasible. It is decidedly a pater- 
nal scheme, and brings the government right 
into the slaughtering business. The disposi- 
tion of all governments now-a-days is to help 
the farmer on the general assumption seem- 
ingly that agricultural interests are large, and 
that the farmer does not know enough to help 
himself. Hence, it is we find the government 
of such countries as England, Denmark, Ger- 
many, France, Holland, Austria, Argentina 
and the United States fondling the farmer as 
if he had only been born yesterday, and mak- 
ing life easy for him by teaching him how to 
make and ship butter, grow corn, raise cattle 
and hogs, and do sundry other things for his 
own good generally. 

The Canadian authorities contemplate go- 
ing as far as possible into the matter. They 
will act as the agent of the stock raiser, re- 
ceive his cattle at Montreal, kill them, dis- 
pose of the hides and offal, look after the 
necessary cold storage arrangements, sell the 
beef in England, and make a return to the 
shipper of the entire transaction, giving him 
the proceeds, less actual cost of killing, trans- 
portation and sale. 

The outlay and risk incidental to such a 
scheme would be enormous, yet, we presume, 
that a start will not be commenced until ev- 
ery detail has been carefully inquired into. 
Such ‘work could only be carried out by thor- 
oughly experienced men, who are not alone 
conversant with the workings of large slaugh- 
ter houses, but are also posted as to export 
methods. American shippers have been 
through all this but it cost them a great deal 
of money. One of the vital points is when to 
ship and when not to ship? Years ago there 
were considerable losses in dressed beef ex- 
ports, on account of inability to deal intelli- 
gently with this very point. Finally ship- 
pers came together, and arrived at an under- 
standing. It is not necessary to say exactly 
what this arrangement was, suffice that as a 
result of all interested in beef exports co- 
operating among themselves, we very seldom 
hear now-a-days of there being a glut of 
American beef on the English market. To be 
successful in this matter Canada must take a 
leaf from Uncle Sam’s book. 
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The Dingley Tariff bill is slowly wending 
its way through the United States Senate. 
There is a serious doubt if it will become a 
law much before August. Meantime, busi- 
ness is bad and gives indication of protracted 
stagnation. The pets of the retroactive 
clause by recommendation of the Senate 
Finance Committee has resulted in enormous 
imports, so large, indeed, as to be sufficient, 
it is said, to last for at least a couple of years. 
This does not look as if our revenue would be 
much inereased by the passage of the new 
law. The new administration is certainly in 
a cleft stick, without much hope of living. or 
being able to live, up to the many promises 
made before election. This constant back- 
ing and filling in regard to the tariff is very 
detrimental to business interests. 
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/ AMERICAN BUTTER ABROAD. ~YPROVISIONS AND LARD. 


According to the official statistics the ex- 
ports of butter from the United States of 
America during 1896 amounted to 21,900,00€¢ 
pounds, against only 9,500,000 pounds during 
the previous year. Of the shipments during 
1896, 16,500,000 pounds went to England, 2,- 
300,000 pounds to Germany and 3,100,000 
pounds to other European countries. The 
cause of this immense increase is partly to be 
looked for in- lower cost of production on the 
one side, and an increased demand on the oth- 
er. The New York export houses are busily 
preparing for a further increase of the butter 
shipping trade, from which they look for good 
results. Perhaps they have now awakened to 
the fact that English buyers decline to have 
rubbish foisted upon them. While some 
American butter is as good as can be made, 
some is as bad as can be made. The Wash- 
ington authorities went the right way to work 
when they published the truth as to the abom- 
inations of “imitation creamery,” commented 
on in these columns the other day, and this 
honest exposure will no doubt have its reward 
in producing a better average of quality in ex- 
ports, which, in turn, will lead to a better de- 
mand.—The Grocer, London, Eng. 

We doubt if the cost of production is very 
much less now than it has been in the past. 
The fact of the matter is our farmers have be- 
gun to realize that there are grand possibili- 
ties across the Atlantic for American food 
products, and in order to obtain, at least, a 
fair share of foreign trade they are directing 
their energies to meeting the requirements of 
such trade. There is not the slightest ques- 
tion of doubt in the correctness of the state- 
ment that there is a great future in the Eng- 
lish markets for high grade American butter. 
Our contemporary being on the spot is amply 
qualified to point out to our pastoral friends 
the folly of shipping to England an inferior 
grade of goods. Now, however, that the De- 
partment of Agriculture has taken the mat- 
ter in hand, we are sanguine that the matter 
will be studied and treated in the most intelli- 
gent manner possible. The subsequent result 
of large exports of butter would, we rather 
think, be to send up prices in the domestic 
markets, which, in turn, would possibly re- 
sult in the repeal of the many absurd laws 
now on the statutes against the sale and man- 
ufacture of butterine, which in Europe stands 
high as a ae substitute for high-priced cow 
butter. Its cheapness does not result from 
the fact that it is any less wholesome than 
butter, but because it costs less to produce.

DECIDEDLY DULL AND LOWER MAR- 
KETS, 
on continued large receipts of hogs, lack of 
outside speculation or inside support from 
the packers, except the shorts, and continued 
dull cash demand for everything on the list, 
East and West, with the exception of bellies 
at New York and ribs at Chicago, have been 
the features of this week’s market. The de- 
cline has utterly failed to stimulate demand, 
notwithstanding prices of some products are 
nearly back to the low record of last crop, 
and early this season. HExporters have been 
conspicuously absent from all our markets, 
and the greater decline in lard than on other 
staples has utterly failed to stimulate foreign 
demand, refiners having done less this week 
than last, the effect seemingly having been to 
scare off the few buyers there were, and 
scarcely, if ever, has there been such utter 
stagnation in this staple. So great is this that 
not a transaction in tierce lard has been re- 
ported in New York, up till Thursday, since 
our last, except in city, and very little of 
that, as refiners’ wants were so small that 
they reduced their bids to a point where city 
eutters refused to sell, and only took a few 
tanks of Western even, at the great reduction 
to 3.724%4c. New York, at which not over one 
or two tanks a day have been sold thus far, 
and some days none whatever. Not a through 
transaction, even, has yet been reported, and 
no demand from the other side, so far as re- 
ported in New York, though some commission 
houses at the West noted a good cash demand 
for products in general, on Wednesday, but 
this was contrary to the general tenor of 
Western advices, which have been extremely 
dull fhroughout the cash list. Yet it is 
claimed that the packers have sold meats 
largely ahead for delivery through the sum- 
mer months, and that their shipments on 
ld contracts are keeping them busy. 
probably accounts for the reports of 
ive cash demand. But is can scarcely be 
lieved to be new business, notwithstanding 
prices are so low for some of the products. 
This, however, is not the case with those 
products in best demand, namely, meats, and 
especially hams, which are relatively much 
higher than the speculative articles, while 
ribs and pork are also relatively higher than 
lard. Receipts of hogs have been heavy at 
the far Western points, as well as at Chicago 










and Indianapolis, most of the week, and have 
run fully up to those of a year ago, if not in 
excess, although they were then large. Pre- 
dictions of a continuance of this heavy move- 
ment for another thirty days are general, and 
this has had a very depressing effect upon the 
market. Some of the packers are still said 
to be on the bull side of the market, but they 
are not supporting it, while some of them are 
said to have been selling out their long stuff, 
expecting to get it back cheaper, and this has 
added to the depression by withdrawing their 
late support. This has been said especially 
of Cudahy and the Cudahy Packing Co., 
while Armour is reported to have been buy- 
ing some ribs, although Swift has been a con- 
tinued seller for the last two weeks. Yet 
that staple has been less weak than lard and 
pork, and there is some suspicion that there 
is a connection between Armour’s and Swift's 
operations. Tank lard has gone to such a dis- 
count under the price of tierce lard that 
Fowler, as well as Armour, has been buying 
the former, putting it in tierces and selling 
the futures against it for the carrying charge. 
as the refining demand has been so slack that 
there has been an unusual pressure to sell 
tank lard. Outside of these chief traders there 
has been very little feature in the option mar- 
kets at Chicago, although packers generally 
have been believed to be selling against their 
current production, while shorts have been 
credited with the chief buying. But it would 
look as if some of the packers had been ab- 
sorbing stock on the decline, without attempt- 
ing to support the market. But Armour is 
the only one that has been accused of this, in 
the Chieago despatches. It has hitherto been 
supposed, by the trade generally, that Cud- 
ahy was on the bear side of the market, until 
this week’s despatches placed him on the 
long side, as wel! as that packing company. 
But the speculative situation is so mixed that 
it is impossible to be certain of the position of 
any of the large operators, as the general de- 
moralization and depression in trade of all 
kinds has become so great, with decreasing 
prospects of any relief in the near future, 
that it is taking the heart out of the bulls in 
all classes of products. As to the future hog 
supply, there seems now to be but one opin- 
ion, that it is ample, while some report the 
country full of hogs and young pigs. But it 
would be unsafe to calculate on the present 
large receipts beyond the month of June, and 
should these fall off sharply within the next 
thirty days the market would be liable to an 
upturn on the covering of shorts, as these 
low prices would make them very uneasy, 
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should there be any continuous falling off in | on the charge of having murdered his wife. 
receipts. This is what we are liable to see in | 


the near future, although it is not expected 
to occur within the next month. In beef 
products there has been a very dull trade 
also, and prices have generally yielded some- 
what from the late average, though transac- 
tions are still within the old range of quota- 
tions, but the tendency is to shade them. 
Sales of extra India mess beef have been only 
about 200 tes. and about 300 bbls. up to 
Wednesday. 

On Saturday last receipts of hogs at Chi- 
cago were 16,000, against 18,000 estimated, 
and 24@5e. off, on estimates of 43,000 for 
Monday, and 160,000 for this week, while 
Kansas City and Omaha have 9,000 and 4,000 
respectively, with both markets 5c. up. But 
options, after opening unchanged, broke 15c. 
on pork, to recover 24c.; T¥c. on lard and 
10c. on ribs, to close at the bottom prices of 
the day bid in Chicago. In New York cash 
lard was quoted 5c. off at 4.12%c., without 
transactions, while tank was offered at 3.85c. 
and city lard at 3.65@3.70c., without transac- 
tions of any kind reported, except in bellies, 
of which two cars were reported, done pre- 
viously in the week, for the Pennsylvania 
coal mines, at current quotations, which were 
the first sales reported for a month for those 
markets. Hogs in New York were Ke. up on 
decreased offerings from Buffalo. 

On Monday Chicago opened with another 
break on 43,000 hogs at that point, and 74,- 
000 at the West, against 52,000 a year ago, 
pork being 10c. off the close of Saturday, to 
break 17%4c. more, and recover only 5c., clos- 
ing 22%4c. off for the day; lard opened Thc. 
off and remained there, while ribs broke Tic. 
and rallied 2\c., closing 5c. lower for the 
day. In New York, tierce Western lard was 
quoted 4.05¢., and in tanks offered at 3.72%c., 
after two cars had sold at that price; 130 tes. 
city lard sold at 3.60@3.65c. to local refiners, 
while refined was reduced to 4.40c. for the 
Continent, 4.75c. for South America and 
5.95c. for Brazil, with almost nothing doing. 
In hams, city pickled, 1,000 sold at 9c. for 12- 
Ib, and 500 pickled shoulders at 5c., the latter 
being more steady on fair inquiry and light 
offerings. Hogs remained steady at the 4c. 
advance of Saturday. 

On Tuesday receipts of hogs at Chicago 
fell 6,000 under the estimate, and yet prices 
were practically 244c. lower, as Kansas City 
had 19,000 and Omaha 9,000, with prices 5@ 
15c. off, the total West being 64,000, against 
68,000 a year ago. Pork broke 744c. more, 
and recovered 7\4c.; lard 2%4c., and recovered 
2Yec.; ribs 2%c., and remained there, the 
close being practically the same as on Mon 
day, shorts being free enough buyers to 
steady the market. In New York cash West- 
ern lard was quoted 4c. in tes. and tanks 
were a little steadier at 3.75c. asked, but re- 
finers not bidding. City lard for refining was 
nominal at 3.60@3.65c., while 175 tes. iron- 
bound ditto sold at 4.17%4c. for Cuba; 100 
boxes of clear bellies, dry salted, at 6%4¢c., 
also for Cuba; hogs were a trifle firmer; pork 
was dull, the general price being $9 for 
mess, $9.50 for clear and $10 for family, with 
sales not averaging over 100 bbls. a day for 
the first half of the week. 

On Wednesday receipts of hogs at the West 
were 90,000, against 96,000 a year ago, 
Omaha having 7,000, Kansas City 24,000, 
Indianapolis 6,000 and Chicago 31,000; pork 
and ribs opened 2c. better, but lost it on the 
latter, closing unchanged for the day, while 
pork lost 10c., and rallied only 2%c., with 
lard unchanged. The nominal price in New 
York for prime Western lard was 4c. asked, 
and it sold in tanks at 3.72\%4c. for two cars. 
Only jobbing lots of pork were reported at 
Tuesday’s prices, no city lard whatever, 3.60c. 
being bid and 3.65c. asked, while one car of 
11-Ib rib bellies, loose, sold at 5%4c. to the 
anthracite coal mines. Green meats in the 
West were reduced to 8c. for 16-ID hams, 
S%e. for 14-Th and 8%c. for 12-Ih, with 8. P. 
16-Tb 8%c., Chicago.

Inspector Schaack, of the Chicago police 
foree, gave out this statement: “Luetgert be- 
came tired of his wife. They had had fre- 
quent quarrels, and she had upbraided him 
about his conduct with the housekeeper, of 
whom she is said to have been jealous.

TALLOW AND STEARINE. 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 


TALLOW.—Dull, declining ‘markets have 
been the chief feature for another week in 
beef fats, excepting for oleo stearine, which 
has again been active in the West, both for 
local and export account, at the late decline. 
But exporters have still generally remained 
indifferent to the tallow market at a further 
decline, although they have taken more than 
last week, after the market struck 3c. for 
city in New York. But there has been noth- 
ing like the activity expected, before the mar- 
ket reached that figure, at which it became so 
generally active and steady a year ago when 
France came in so freely. This has been a 
great disappointment to the trade, as 3c. has 
been looked upon as rock bottom, at which 
we could sell France an unlimited quantity 
and unload the accumulations of the past 
three months. But instead, there has not been 
enough demand to prevent a further decline, 
as midweek the price of city fell to 2 15-16c., 
at which only a moderate amount of business 
was transacted, with more sellers than buy- 
ers at that figure, as the home trade are not 
in need of city, country having been offered 
so freely that they have been more than able 
to supply their wants at 2%@8c., chiefly the 
latter, packages free, which is cheaper than 
city at 2 15-16c., packages paid for. There 
has more, however, done in country 
stock at the decline, sales to the local trade 
having averaged about 150,000 ID a day since 
our last. with 3%c. paid for choice, while 
country edible has only brought 344@3%ce. in 
a small way to fancy soap makers. City ditto 
is held at 34@34c., with nothing whatever 
reported doing in the latter, with a little of 
the former taken for Germany, but not to ex- 
ceed a few hundred barrels, while the sales 
of city to France have been only 500 hhds. to 
this writing, since our last, and 50 ditto to 
the home trade. This comprises all that has 
been done in New York, so far, and the mar- 
ket closed weak on Wednesday night at these 
prices. In Chicago late last week and early 
this 500 tes. of prime No. 1 packers’ tallow 
sold at 3 7-16c. to the local trade, with No. 2 
quoted at 2c. in a small way. There were, 





been 





however, 750 tes. sold in St. Louis on Satur- 
day and Monday to the local trade at 3%c., 





at which prime No. 1 in Chicago has since 
been quoted. As to outports and interior 
points, there has been a corresponding de- 
cline to the Chicago and New York markets, 
with a little more doing by local soap makers 
in all of these markets, the decline having 
stimulated demand, which is a little on the 
increase at this season of the year, as usual, 
though the soap trade is still as disappointing 
as other ‘branches of business, and ef consid- 
erably less volume than the average at this 
season, as well as compared with a year ago. 
At the close Wednesday 75 hhds. of out-of- 
town stock sold at 2%c. in hhds., which was 
the lowest point touched last year, and this 
year, so far, if not the lowest on reeord. 

STEARINES.—As noted above, have been 
active for oleo, since our last, in the West at 
last week’s decline to 3%@4e. Chicago, at 
which former price 400,000 ID were taken on 
Saturday for export, and 750,000 ID at 4e. by 
the local trade, making as active a market as 
a week ago, while on Tuesday 100,000 ID 
more were taken at 3%e., also for the local 
trade. But in’ New York nothing was re- 
ported until. Wednesday, when.75,000 Ib of 
out-or-town stock were sold in that market at 
4.10¢,. to the locat trade, which was equal to 
4.12%ec. for city. In lard stearine nothing 
whatever has been reported since our last, 
but the market has been easier, though nom- 
inal at reduced quotations to 4%4e. for West- 
ern and 444@4%c. for city, without @ transac- 
tion reported up to midweek, as refiners are 
doing very- little and exporters are out of the 
market, their small wants being supplied on 
old contracts by-.-city pressers. -In grease 
stearines there hag been a fair export busi- 
ness in New York at 3\e. for yellow and at 
3 3-16c. for white, though fhe amounis are 
not given by shippers, but. thought to have 
been fairly liberal and larger -than indicated 
by their admission, at these considerable re- 
ductions in price. But the bulk of this ex- 
port business is said to have been to: cover 
old short contracts, and to amount to several 
hundred packages at the prices above quoted. 

OLEO OILS have been in fair demand at 
Rotterdam, since our last, at slightly easier 
prices, with sales on Saturday of a few hun- 
dred barrels of United, Eastman’s extra and 
Orange King at 39 florins. On Monday 75 
bbls. of Cudahy’s extra sold at 38 florins, with 
a rumored sale of Calumet at the same price. 
On Tuesday Harrison’s sold at 39 florins and 
Armour’s extra at 38, to the extent of about 
300 bbis., and on’ Wednesday 400 bbls. of 
Morris’ extra and Mozart at 38 florins, also 
Armour’s extra and Calumet at 37 florins, 
making in all about 1,500 bbls. since our last. 
There is some accumulation of stocks at New 

ork, as well as of oleo stearine, the make 
of late having been in excess of demand of 
both staples, although holders have not forced 
sales, in the absence of any large buyers in 
the market. 

GREASES have continued weak and de- 
clining, as noted in our last, in sympathy 
with tallow and lard alike, until 2c. for dark 
greases in New York is now about the mar- 
ket to sell any round ‘lots, while Chicago is 
on but a trifle higher basis, with sales of 100 
tes. yellow in New York early in the week 
at 3c., these figures touching about the.low 
record of a year ago, a8 lias been the case ins 
tallow, at which figures there has been more 
doing for export, both in New York and at 
the West. But shippers refuse to name the 
amount of their purchases, as in the case of 
grease stearines, and the inference is that 
they have been of considerably larger volume 
than for some time past, mostly for the 
French markets. But the bulk of transactions 
for export at New York and the West are 
said to have been to cover old short contracts 
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on the other side, amounting to several hun- 
dred packages for the week. 

ANIMAL OILS have been easy and gen- 
erally lower, in sympathy with the lard mar- 
ket, and with all classes of animal fats, but 
demand has not been stimulated thereby, as 
exporters have been out of the market prac- 
tically for lard oil, with only occasional small 
buyers for the home trade, 37@38c. being the 
price in New York for jobbing lots, though 
no considerable amount could be moved at 
those figures, which could probably be shaded 
quite materially. Degras was also easier, and 
trade confined to a small consumptive de- 
mand, while neatsfoot oils have been dull, 
featureless and easier, with the general tend- 
ency of the market. 

Quotations on all the foregoing articles are 
by the pound, excepting animal oils, which 
are by the gallon, and oleo oils, which are 
by the tierce.

LIVE STOCK REVIEWS. 


CHICAGO. 


(Written for Taz National Provisoner by Mallory, 
Son & Zimmerman Co.) 

HOGS.—tThe receipts of hogs continue lib- 
eral at all markets, and prices have been 
working toward a lower leved. The demand 
continues good from all quarters and the pro- 
vision market fairly sustained, but there are 
still some signs of weakness among the pack- 
ers, and with such a small amount of specula- 
tion the market is easily controlled. Western 
and Southern markets are still receiving a 
larger percentage of the receipts on account 
of natural as well as abnormal conditions 
which exist. But we still have hopes that the 
powers “that be” will recognize the unnatural 
causes for the shifting of supplies and cor- 
rect them. The quality of the offerings con- 
tinues good, and the range in prices extreme- 
ly narrow, so much so that nearly all grades 
of hogs are selling within 5@10c. of each 
other. Recent reports to us regarding the 
spring pig crop show some improvement in 
the number and condition, with the general 
tendency to increase the supply as much as 
possible during the summer and fall months. 
The prospect for corn in the South is reported 
excellent, with large incfease in acreage, and 
the crop of pigs fully up to last year. Ma- 
tured hogs in the South are scarce, and as 
we have stated before, the Southern trade for 
meats should be large throughout the entire 
season. Foreign countries, which are honest 
and sensible enough to admit our meat prod- 
ucts, will be large buyers, and with the qual- 
ity and condition of the pork products the 
best ever known, we see no good reason’ why 
the markets should not rule at least fairly 
satisfactory. Corn planting will soon be over 
in the country tributary to Chicago, when we 
look for more liberal receipts for a few weeks 
and probably a little further decline in prices. 
But we believe the demand will be active and 
that the packers will take the offerings freely. 
The Chicago market continues relatively 
higher than any other, and will doubtless 
maintain this position on the average. 

CATTLE AND SHBEEP.—The supply of 
cattle continues liberal, but the market is 
broad, with prices only fractionally lower. 
Butchers’ stock, stockers and feeders scarce, 
with prices comparatively high. Sheep and 
lambs ruled strong, with prices 10@20c. 
higher.

The exporters during last week pretty near- 
ly broke their record, and paid good prices for 
what they purchased. The highest number of 
cattle sent by export men from this city was 
in the week of May 30, 1896, when 319 cars 
were sent to the seaboard; last week the ship- 
ments were 304 cars and very few cattle sold 
under the $4.50 mark, while Eastman paid as 
high as $5.10 for some high grade Shorthorns. 
This is quite a difference in price of one year 
ago, when the best cattle sold at $4.10 to 
$4.15. A record like this is enough to make 
the cattle raisers feel pretty good over the 
situation, and we hear of very few complaints 
from sources where last year were heard blue 
reports with a vengeance. Among other pur- 
chases, the Eastmans, as above stated, pur- 
chased some 1,464-ID average at $5.10; also 
some 1,499-Ib average white faces at $5; also 
purchasing 1,577-ID average at $4.85; some 
1,499-ID average at $4.80. Schwarzschild also 
purchased some 1,341-ID average at $5; some 
1,371-Ib average at $4.75. The United 
Dressed Beef Co. purchased some 1,418-IbD av- 
erage at $4.75; also some 1,335-ID average at 
$4.50. The latter were choice Colorados, fed 
in Kansas. Among other purchases were 
some 1,484-ID average at $4.80. Cows and 
heifers were in fair supply; cows running up 
to 1,175-ID average at $3.70; a lot of heifers 
of 780-ID average sold to Armour at $3.75. 
Also some heifers of 1,152-Ib, Herefords, at 
$4. Another bunch of Herefords went as 
high as $4.50. Some Colorado heifers of 751- 
ID average sold to Swift at $3.60. Fed range 
eattle, some Texas, of 1,186-ID average, at 


$4.25. Some 1,424-ID average at $4.62. A 
bunch of Colorados, 1,408-Ib, sold to Schwarz- 
schild, at $4.85. Myers qurchased quite a 
bunch of Western, 1,300-ID average, at $4.15. 
Western steers of 1,356-ID average sold at 
$4.60. Some Western cows of 785-ID average 
at $3.75. A bunch of 198 grass-fed Texas of 
1,274 average sold at $4.35. Another bunch of 
the Shorthorn order, 1,242-Ib average, at 
$4.40. Some Texas cows of 927 average at 
$3.20. Native bulls ranged from $3 to $4 per 
100 Ib. Western stags were rather plentiful; 
some 1,329-Ib average going at $3.75. Veal 
calves were scarce, going as high at $5.60 per 
100 Ib. The feeder trade was good, some 
703-IbD average going at $4.65; another bunch 
at $4.70, while a bunch of Minnesota heifers, 
thin and light average, went at $4.75. The 
shipment’ of feeders to the country for the 
past week 206 cars. This is 42 cars less than 
the previous week, against 117 cars for the 
corresponding week in 1896. The exporters 
shipped 319 cars, against 228 of the previous 
week, and 295 cars corresponding week one 
year ago. The purchasers, headed by East- 
man, who bought 1,828 head; United Dressed 
Beef Co., 544 head; Schwarzschild, 423; Bail- 
ing, 231; Kraus, 945; Kauffman & Straus, 
144; Michael, 188; St. Joseph P. & T. Co., 
66; Wolf, 146. The Cudahys have commenced 
making an appearance again in this market, 
and they may be expected regularly now, as 
the Texas cattle are slowly coming forward; 
they purchased last week 319 head, and Ham- 
mond 265 head. 

Notwithstanding the large receipts of hogs 
at this market the Kansas City packers 
handled them in good shape, leaving very few 
for outside purchasers; in fact, outside pur- 
chasers complained that the local packers 
were too hungry after hogs, and paid more 
than their orders would warrant them in so 
doing. For the week the market was very 
steady, and with the exception of the pigs— 
which are getting to be quite a nuisance, and 
with some coarse, heavy and trashy soft 
Southern hogs—the price was steady for the 
entire week. Pigs were sold all the week from 
$2 to $2.90 for 80 to 100-ID average. The 
coarse to heavy grade hogs sold down to 
$3.50 to $3.55. The assorted lights easily 
brought $3.67\%4. For the week heavy hogs of 
any decent average sold at $3.65. On Monday 
the top hogs opened at $3.7214, went down on 
Tuesday to $3.67144 then up, and continued 
steady for the balance of the week at $3.70. 
The bulk of the hogs sold Monday at $3.65 to 
$3.70, falling a nickel on Tuesday, but re- 
gaining their lost prestige, closed for the 
week at $3.60 to $3.70. These prices show

LETTERS FROM EUROPE, 


No. Ill. 
FACTS ABOUT BERLIN. 


The Importance of the German Capital to American 
Packers and the American Export Trade.— But 
Few Packers of This Country Have Agents 
There. —Berlin is a Good and Desirable Market 
for Bacon, Ribs, Canned Meats and Cottonseed 
Meal. —Things Which Are Hurtful to American 
interests.—The Margarine Industry.— Mr. Ganz 
New Continuing His Investigations in Denmark. 

BERLIN, Germany, Savoy Hotel, May 10, 
1807.—If any one had told me a few weeks 
ago that our great American packers, who 
own depots and houses in every town and 
hamlet in the United States, were not repre- 
sented by their own and direct agents in such 
an enormous commercial metropolis as Ber- 
lin, I should have laughed at him; now, how- 
ever, after nearly two weeks’ stay and in- 
vestigation, I am inclined to be rather seri- 
ous, and have found that with the exception 
of the Hammond Company and the Kingan 

& Company, none of the packers have their 

own agents here. Business seems to be done 

by way of Hamburg, and the Hamburg 
agents appoint their sub-agents in Berlin. 

Berlin, gentlemen, is the capital of the Ger- 
man empire. She has nearly 2,000,000 in- 

habitants without her suburbs, and 2,500,000 

with the suburbs counted in. While her geo- 

graphical position is such that an improve- 
ment might have been made upon the selection 
at the time, the city is, nevertheless, as enor- 
mous as she is beautiful, and the quantities 

of food consumed here during the course of a 

year must, of course, be very large ones. I 

was so surprised at the fact that the larger 

packers have no houses of their own here 
and that the smaller ones send their goods 
here by way of Cincinnati and Chicago 
through commission houses, that I concluded 
to look into the matter more thoroughly, and 
I found a great many solvent and substantial 





deliveries were of a better kind, but a little 
more firmness would make the goods still 
more salable. Might not a better cask pay in 
the end? 

One thing, however, is apt to hurt Ameri- 
ean interests in foreign markets more thai 
any thing else, and that is the unreliability, 
or rather, dishonesty, of certain American 
houses which act and operate to the detri- 
ment, not alone of every respectable mer- 
chant and exporter, but also to the detriment 
of America’s good name and reputation. This 
particular concern complained of is a Chi- 
cago commission house which, as I was happy 
to assure our European friends, does not en- 
joy the best of reputation at home either. It 
is charged on several occasions that that par- 
ticular house sold lard throuch an agent in 
the Hamburg and Berlin markets, but failed 
to deliver or live up to its contracts, when at

WEEKLY REVIEW. 


A DULL, DROOPING MARKET, 
with but little improvement in demand, has 
been the continued feature of this trade for 
another week. Exporters have remained con- 
spicuous by their absence, only taking a few 
100 bbl. lots to fill out old shipments or on 
mail orders, at 24c. down to 23%c. f. o. b., 
and as low as 23%4c. for dock lots, while the 
home trade has paid as high as 24%c. for re- 
tail lots, but that has been an outside prices 
for what might be called country trade. 
There ‘has been no new feature in the situa- 
tion, holders feeling pretty firm, on the statis- 
tical position, and the belief that the other 
side will want all the stock here and at the 
South before another crop.

very few of such can be had from first hands 
and any suggestions for representation are 
referred to other cities, principally to Ham- 
burg. Now, it may not be generally known 
that of the total of lard imported into Ger- 
many, say 500,000 tierces annually, . Berlin 
takes about one-fifth, or 100,000 tierces; while 
about 200,000 tierces go to Rhineland and 
Westphalia by way of Rotterdam and Am- 
sterdam; 50,000 go to the Danzig and interior 
points; the balance of 150,000 remaining at 
Hamburg and Bremen for consumption and 
domestic export. Berlin is a good and desir- 
able market for bacon, ribs, canned meats, 
cottonseed meal and occasionally oil. Here 
are located some of the largest refineries and 
soap works in Germany, and with an any 
way favorable tendency of the markets enor- 
mous quantities could be disposed of here. 
American tallow is net much consumed 
here. People buy Australian tallow in prefer- 
ence, since same has the great advantage of 
being not alone much cheaper but also con- 
siderably harder than the American product, 
containing still a good portion of the stearine 
which the Americans press out of their prod- 
uct. Speaking of hardness, our Western 
steam lard is often rejected by the retailers, 
especially during the warm season, on ac- 
count of its being too soft. Improvements in 
that direction have been made of late, and

COTTON OIL LITIGATION. 
Hartog & Fesel—.harlotte Oil & Fertilizer Co. 





This case, begun in 1894, was finally tried 
two weeks ago before Judge Simonton in the 
Circuit Court of the Western District of 
North Carolina. 

The suit was brought by Messrs. Hartog & 
Fesel, of Rotterdam, for a balance of some 
10,600 florins due on consignments sold by 
them for the defendant. 

In their answer, the Charlotte Oil & Ferti- 
lizer Co. set up a counter-claim amounting to 
about $18,000, claiming that the consignees 


had not used due diligence in selling the 
meal ond oil entrusted to their care. 
Testimony was taken before the United 


States Consuls at Rotterdam and Hamburg, 
from brokers and traders, in order to ascer- 
tain what the markets were during 1893, the 
year in which the consignments in question 
had been handled. 

Mr. Tillet, of Jones & Tillet, opened the 
for the plaintiffs, Mr. Fred Oliver, 
president of the Charlotte Oil & Fertilixer 
Co., and Mr. Fisher, who in 18938 had been 
defendant to Rotterdam and Ham- 
burg, both took the witness stand in behalf of 
Mr. John H. Hartog, of Chicago, 
was an important witness for the plaintiff, 
and spent over a week in Charlotte, N. C., 
assisting his father’s attorneys in the details

Messrs. Burwell and Walker, for the de- 
fendant, made a good fight, and Col. Jones 
closed the argument for the plaintiff. The

Hides advance another 4c. per pound. 

Green Calfskins.—The leading markets of 
this country are unquestionably short of 
skins. Tanners, too, have been buying only 
from hand to mouth, and we think very few 
of them have their usual stocks. If there is 
anything like the usual demand for leather 
made from calfskins, prices must advance, 
but the general conditions of business are 
such that no one is safe in predicting as to the 
future of prices. We are, however, inclined to 
advise activity, feeling fairly confident that 
there will be no unfavorable reaction in the 
near future. We shall, meanwhile, keep you 
fully advised of the course of the market. 
You will hear from us again June 1, if not 
before. 

Country Hides.—Since our issue of the 13th 
the tendency of the hide market has been in 
the direction of higher prices. We hardly 
know whether we are justified in making an 
advance of another 4c.—the third in 
enteen days—or not, but at the risk of being 
obliged to retrace our steps at an early day 
we decide to do so. There seems to be noth- 
ing in the leather market to warrant the pres- 
ent high price of hides, and unless there is 
some change in the relative position of hides 
and leather, tanners must continue the pas- 
time of manufacturing the leather for their 
health. Under the circumstances we advise 
you to operate cautiously for the present. 

Horse Hides.—Market quiet and practically 
unchanged for good hides. . Poor stock weak, 
with tendency downward. 

Sheep Pelts——The wool market has lapsed 
into pronounced dullness under the pressure 
of unprecedented importations, but we shall 
probably make no change in price of wool 
skins at present. 

Tallow.—Market weak and unpleasantly 
dull, but quotations are practically wun 
changed.—C. 8S.

the time of delivery the market was against 
them. The local agent settled the cases as 
best he could out of his own pocket, showing 
the telegrams and letters of acceptance from 
Chicago to substantiate his own position. 
Such methods are fortunately not approved 
of by the great majority of American export- 
ers, and “The National Provisioner,” in or- 
der to do its full share in these matters will, 
if furnished with the facts by its Buropean 
friends, publish same in full upon the next 
oeceasion. 

There is a good market here for farmers” 
sausages, salami and summer sausages. In 
order to become popular, the American sau- 
sages should be pretty hard, dry and free 
from water. Only the best of coloring ma- 
terial, if used at all, should be applied, such 
as will not discolor in time, thereby giving 
the sausages, when cut, a grayish or brown- 
ish appearance. A great deal of agitation is 
going on here to prohibit the coloring of sau- 
sages, which, of course, would bar out any 
but fresh sausages, and these cannot be im- 
ported. Our friends on the other side must, 
therefore, not give the enemy any pretext 
whatsoever, and furnish the best of all in 
qualities of meats, as well as of preservatives, 
coloring, spices, ete. 

Readers of “The National Provisioner” will 
remember some articles which appeared in 
this journal about a year ago, surmising that 
“a syndicate” was then holding a great quan- 
tity of lard. For more than six months this 
same “syndicate” or person, whoever it may 
seems to have been unloading lard upon 
the German market through the medium of 
a Hamburg broker. This gentleman, who is 
not generally credited with doing this busi- 
ness for his own account, has been undersell- 
ing the American market regularly for some 
time and constantly. How much more there 
is of this lard nobody knows, but until it is 
disposed of, no material improvement in the 
lard market can, in my opinion, be looked for. 

The opposition which the Margarine Indus- 
try encounters in this country, while not as 
severe as that met with in the United States, 
is sufficient to affect our cottonseed oil mar- 
ket as well as our markets in neutral lard and 
oleo oil. We can not very well ask for indul- 
gence in this case when we find it impossible 
at home to influence legislation sufficiently to 
give this important industry a chance to ex- 
ist, even under restrictions. For the present, 
the high duty upon cottonseed oil and the 
generally limited use of this product make 
the demand for this article a comparatively 
small one. * The bakers do not use it at all, 
while, as is well known, in the United States 
they use it in large quantities, much to the 
disadvantage of the lard trade.

CHICAGO PROVISION MARKET. 


Since our last report the provision market 
ruled weak and decidedly lower. The high- 
est prices being last Thursday at $8.75 for 
July pork, $4 for July lard, and $4.70 for 
July ribs; and the lowest prices on Monday 
when the market, under heavy selling by the 
commission houses led by Logan & Co. and 
Baldwin & Farnum had a good many stop 
loss orders, and in taking eare of these they 
made for a time a very weak market, pork 
selling to $8.10, lard $3.75, and ribs $4.45. 
These prices proved to be the lowest of the 
week, and the close of the market to-day, 
Wednesday, is at little better than the lowest 
figures. The trade is looking forward for still 
lower prices, as the market seems to show but 
little recuperative power. Hog receipts are 
very liberal and the predictions are that they 
will continue so for some time; the bulls who 
were long and playing for an advance seemed 
to have become tired and are doing very little 
to support the market. Swift & Co., Viles & 
Robbins and the Chicago Packing and Provi- 
sion Co. have been the leading sellers of the 
week. 

A good deal of the commission house selling 
has been attributed to orders placed by John 
Cudahy, and it is believed that he has turned 
to the bear side of the market. The cash 
trade has been disappointing, both foreign 
and domestic. 

Yesterday’s (Tuesday’s) speculative market 
is a fair criterion of the character of the 
weék’s business, and the market opened easy 
and prices ruled 5@7%c. lower. Later the 
feeling was stronger and prices rallied, 1244 
@15c., with fair trading at the advance prices 
for mess pork. During the latter portion of 
the day the prices were not so firm and set- 
tled back 5@ 7'4c., and closed rather steady 
at medium figures.

THE: SCOURING OF wool. 
No. 2. 

In our last article we explained the method 
of handling the wool up to the time of its en- 
tering the scouring bath proper. The object 
being to remove the smut or wool grease, the 
methods of handling and scouring vary ac- 
cording to the quality and value of the wool, 
coarse, rough wools being able to stand far 
rougher and more severe treatment than fine 
wools, stronger alkalies and greater heat are 
permissible in the scouring of the coarse than 
in the fine wools. 
Originally, putrid urine, laut, as it Was 
called, was used altogether for wool scouring, 
and is to some extent used to-day, but its use 
has been supplanted by the carbonated alka- 
lies, principally soda ash. There is no doubt 
that carbonate of potash and potash soaps 
produce superior results in scouring to soda 
ash and soda soaps, but the greater cost of 
the potash compounds preclude their use, ex- 
cept in those cases where cost is no consid- 
eration, and quality the principal object in 
view. 

Wool formerly (and the same system is 
very largely used to-day) was cleansed by 
steeping or soaking it in vats containing a 
solution of the alkali and soap in water for a 
proper length of time, then removing it from 
the steeping boxes by means of pitchforks or 
other suitable means, and throwing it in what 
is known as a rinse box. The rinse box is a 
square vat with a false bottom, and connected 
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with a large water supply. The water enters 
with considerable force and thoroughly agi- 
tates the wool, washing out all the soap and 
the grease emulsified by the alkali and soap. 

There is no doubt that the rinse box is a 
very efficient adjunct to a scouring plant, 
even where the most modern automatic wool 
scouring machines are used, for there is noth- 
ing that will give wool the open, lofty ap- 
pearance that the rinse box does. It requires 
a large water supply, and is generally used 
wherever such is at hand. 











The modern automatic scouring outfit gen- 
erally consists of three bowls arranged tan- 
dem, and a self-feeding device for feeding the 
wool into the first bowl. The length of the 
bowls very from 14 feet to 23 feet, and they 
are about 4 feet in width and 18 to 20 inches 
in depth above a false perforated bottom, 
which they contain. The wool is carried along 
by a series of rakes which dip into the liquor, 
and have a horizontal movement, and thus 
propel the wool to the end of the bowl, where 
a series of fingers carry it up a slightly in- 
clined elevation to the pair of squeeze rollers, 
where the excess of liquor is squeezed out 
of it. A movable apron carries it from the 
rollers into the second bowl, and from this 
in a simlar manner it is carried into and 
through the third bowl. The squeeze rolls 
are fitted with a system of compound levers, 
by which a variable pressure can be exerted 
on the rolls to meet the requirements of the 
character of wool being scoured. 

The accompanying illustrattion shews one 
of the bowls of a series. Some scourers place 
a long 23-foot bowl first and two short 14- 
foot bowls afterward, while others have the 
long bow! in the middle and the shorter ones 
on the end. Those who favor the first meth- 
od claim that while the wool is dirtiest it 
should be maintained in contact with the 
strong scouring liquor as long as possible; 
while those who favor the second method 
claim that the office of the first bowl is mere- 
ly to remove soluble constituents of the smut 
and to “start” the grease, while the real 
scouring or cleansing is performed in the sec- 
ond bowl, which, therefore, should be as long 
as possible. 

The temperature of the water in the first 
bath is brought up to about 120° to 125° F., 
and maintained at that temperature during 
the scouring operation. Soda ash or soda ash 
and soap are then dissolved in the bath. The 
amount to be added depends altogether upon 
the character and shrinkage of the wool, but 
it should be sufficient, so that when a hand- 
ful of wool is worked in the bath a lather is 
produced, and the water on running off of 
the bit of wool still has a soapy feeling. Too 


much soap in the bath will prevent the 











squeeze rolls from properly handling the 
wool and cause a blockade at that point. <A 
great of soil, manure, etc., being in the wool 
when it enters the first bath, this bath soon 
becomes very dirty and foul, so that it must 
be watched carefully, and when it ceases to 
do good work the liquor must be drawn off 
and a fresh bath made up. In many of the 
scouring plants when it is necessary to draw 
off the bath, the liquor from the first bath is 
run off, that from the second bath siphoned 
into the first bath, and the third siphoned into 





the second, 
up. 

The liquor of the second bath is generally 
made up of soap alone in the water, or of 
soap made alkaline by soda ash. However, 
not much soda ash should be used in the sec- 
one bath, for the fiber at this stage is prac 
tically free from grease, which has been loos- 
ened from it in the first bath, and is in condi- 
tion to be easily damaged by alkali. 

Enough soap should be used so that a nice, 
foamy lather appears on the liquor whenever 
there is any agitation of it. If the lather is 
too stiff and creamy in appearance, too much 
soap has been used, and difficulty in getting 
the wool through the squeeze rolls will be en- 
countered. The third bath is made up of 
water alone, and is used as a rinsing bath. 
Some scourers use a warm bath, while others 
use a cold one, but there is-no doubt but that 
the wool is left in a lighter state on emerg- 
ing from a cold that from a warm bath. In 
the most modern methods the wool is passed 
directly from the delivery apron of the rinse 
bowl through an automatic dryer. The dryer 
consists of an enclosed room through which 
four or five endless woven-wire aprons travel. 
The wool traverses the room on the upper- 
most apron, reaching the end of which it 
drops to an apron beneath on which it travels 
back through the room to the other end, 
where it drops again onto a lower apron, and 
so on until it is delivered in a dry state. A 
fan blows a current of warm air through the 
room continually, so that the wool is con- 
stantly in contact with warm, dry air. As 
the wool drops from one apron to another it 
is turned over in the dropping, so that every 
part of the wool has an opportunity to come 
in contact with the warm air. 

With a thoroughly-equipped plant such as 
described, three or four men and a good-sized 
boy can easily handle from four to five thou- 
sand pounds of wool per day. For many years 
attempts have been made to extract the 
grease from wool by volatile solvents, but it 
cannot be said that the method has attained 
commercial success. While there are a few 
plants doing this kind of work, the method 
has not yet attained that perfection which 
would make it advantageous for the average 
scourer to install such a system.

TECHNICAL. 


SOAP MAKING. 


No. 44. 

WORKING OF THE COLD PROCESS. 

The fats and oils which are to be used are 
placed in a pan, which ought to be fitted with 
a miving arrangement; the fats are melted 
by heat in any convenient way, either by 
steam or fire. A suitable pan for this pur- 
pose is that made by Doepp, of New York. 
The temperature should not be too high—sim- 
ply that which is sufficient to melt the fats: 
when cocoanut oil is used this will be 80° to 
90° F.; with a mixture of cocoanut oil and 
tallow about 100° F.; with tallow and other 
greases from 110° to 120° F. When melted 
the lye is run in with constant stirring, which 
is continued until the mass of fat and lye be- 
gins to thicken and flow from a paddle in a 
uniform sluggish stream. The temperature 
of the lye may be that of an average sum- 
mer heat—70° to 80° F, There is no need to 
heat or warm it in summer, but in winter it 
may advisable to heat the lye to 80° F. 
before mixing it with the oil. After the lye 
and oil have been mixed and the mass begins 
to thicken, the soap is run into the frames, 
which are then covered over with sacking to 
keep the heat in as much as possible, and left 
for three days to a week for the soap to fully 
form, after which it may be cut up in the 
usual way. 

Although comparatively simple, yet, as with 
all processes of soap making, the cold process 
must be conducted with care and attention 
to some points of detail, or otherwise the 
product will not be quite right. Some points 
of detail have already been mentioned; others 
may now be briefly referred to. To insure a 
perfectly good product, the fats must be of 
good quality and free from free fatty acid, or 
otherwise the soap is liable to turn out eurdy 
and not homogeneous in structure. The fats 
should be at the right temperature, not too 
cold, or otherwise they might set on adding 
the lye, nor too hot, or then the saponification 
of portions may take place too rapidly and a 
curdy or grainy soap be produced. The 
strength of the lye has already been dealth 
with, and does need repating here. The mix- 
ing or crutching of the fat any lye together 
should be thorough, but not too prolonged; 
it is not desirable that any actual saponifica- 
tion should take place during the mixing op- 
eration, but only in the frames afterward. It 
is found in practice that if the crutching be 
too prolonged there is a tendency for the ma- 
terials to separate out in the frames and an 
indifferent quality of soap produced, with 
which only one thing can be done, and that is 
to throw the materials into the soap’ boiler 
and boil them up. 

The frames into which the soap is run from 
the crutchers should not be too large; those 
holding from-2 to 2% hundred-weigth are 
best, and it is preferable that these should be 
low and broad rather than narrow and high. 
The latter shape of frames retains the heat 
too long, and the soap does not set properly, 
while with the low flat frames, if covered 
with sacking, the heat is sufficient to insure 
the proper saponification taking place. Too 
much heat should be avoided, as then there 
is a-risk of oil separating out, which, of 
course, is to be avoided. In summer time this 
is a risk specially to be guarded against. 

Filling Cold Process Soaps.—The cold 
process adapts itself very well to the perfum- 
ing, coloring and filling of the soaps made 
by it. 

As regards perfuming, any kind of perfume 
may be added. The perfumes should be 





be 


added after the stock has been mixed in the 
crutchers and before the crutching is fin- 
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ished, so that the perfume has time to get 
intimately mixed with the whole of the soap 
stock. 

Cold process soaps may be colored to any 
extent and with any kind of coloring ma- 
terial. In the case of employing such bodies 
as vermilion, ultramarine, chrome green, etc., 
which are insoluble in water, they may be 
added to the fats before adding the alkali, 
when they will get thoroughly incorporated 
with the soap. Of course, care must be taken 
not to employ any coloring matter, like Prus- 
sian blue, which is’ acted upon by the alkali. 
As regards soluble coloring matters like an- 
natto, safranine, eosine and the coal tar dyes 
in general, the best plan is to dissolve these 
in water, straining the solution to free it from 
any undissolved particles, which might lead to 
the production of specks in the soap, and add 
the solution to the lye, using this rather 
stronger, perhaps, to allow for the dye solu- 
tion weakening it, although when there is but 
a small quantity of dyestuff being used this 
point does not need much attention. 

Filling materials, such as silicate of soda, 
starch, sulphate of soda, salt, etc., may be 
added toward the last while in the crutchers 
to any required extent; they are best added 
just before framing, although the practice of 
soap makers varies very considerably on this 
point. 

In the chapter on toilet soaps will be found 
a number of recipes for making these soaps 
by the cold process. We shall here confine at- 
tention to domestic soaps. 

Hard White Soap.—100 Ib good white tal- 
low, 50 Tb caustic lye at 68° Twaddell. 

White Hard Water Soap.—100 TD cocoanut 
oil, 50 ID caustic soda lye at 72° Twaddell. 

White Soap.—50 ID tallow, 50 ID cocoanut 
oil, 50 ID caustic soda lye at 72° Twaddell. 

Doméstic Soap (Yellow).—50 ID cocoanut 
oil, 30 ID tallow, 20 ID palm oil, 50 ID caustic 
soda lye at 70° Twaddell. 

Pale Soap.—50 ID cocoanut oil, 25 ID tallow, 
25 ID palm oil, 25 TD castor oil, 63 TM caustic 
soda lye at 70° Twaddell. 

The replacement of a portion of the soda 
lye, say, one-fourth, by caustic potash of the 
same strength, much improves both the ap- 
pearance and quality of these soaps. Soap 
makers working from the above recipes can 
easily reckon on the respective quantities of 
soda and potash.

SAUSAGE RECIPES. 
FRANKFORT LIVER SAUSAGE (HAUS- 


MACHETE). 

All material used in raw condition with the 
exception of the finely-cut lard. 

Ten ID raw hog liver freed from veins, 2 
scraped onions, 7 I) raw neck or cheek meat 
(preferably use the fat meat and not the lean 
portion). First chop the liver, then add the 
raw fat and continue chopping; then 3 ID lard 
cut into dice. Finally spice with 10 oz. fine 
salt, 1 oz. fine white pepper, 170 gr. thyme, 








135 gr. best cloves. The spice is first all 
mixed, then added to the meat, and all 
chopped up well. Use beef middle guts 13 
inches long; stuff loosely. Then steep in water 
nearly boiling for 40 to 45 minutes. Try if 
done by pricking with a needle. When fin- 
ished the juice should be perfectly clear. This 
sausage is never white, but must have a gray- 
ish appearance; it is delicate when smoked. 
It has to be carefully treated, as it is liable 
to turn sour. 


BONE FAT AND ITS CONSTITUENT 
FATTY ACIDS. 


The question of decomposing bone fat by 
steam under pressure, as is done with other 
fatty materials, and supplying the fatty acid 
free from glycerine and impurities, is worthy 
of the attention of manufacturers of this 
product. Neutral bone fat generally contains 
about 93 per-cent. of fatty acids, 4 per cent. 
of glycerine and 3 per cent. of glue, mucus 
water, gelatinous particles and lime; but the 
fluctuating ratio of the impurities causes a 
good deal of inconvenience to the soap maker, 
and it would from his point of view be much 
more advantageous to have to deal with a 
fatty acid of guaranteed purity (say, as a 
minimum, 98 per cent. pure), than with a 
fat of inconstant composition. 

On the other hand, taking the case of a 
bone boiler producing, say,two and a half tons 
of fat per week, and the average percentage 
of glycerine therein was 4 per cent. of 28° 
crude glycerine (5 per cent. is the usual yield, 
or 4 per cent. if the fat is extracted by ben- 
zine), the amount of the latter turned out in 
a week would be two cwts., of a value of 
about £6. From this must, of course, be de- 
ducted the working expenses, which would, 
however, not exceed 1s. per cwt., so that the 
net benefit would be about £3 10s., and that 
without any corresponding loss on the other

side in the value of the fatty acid, since the 
93 per cent. of pure material would De worth 
to the soap maker at least as much as she 
full weight of the original fat, on aceount of 
the greater ease and economy with which the 
former can be worked up. Moreover, the 
plant for decomposing the neutral fat is not 
very expensive—a high-pressure (ten atmos.) 
steam boiler, four lead-lined reservoirs, a cop- 
per evaporating pan for coneentrating the 
glycerine, a few iron storage tanks and trans- 
port casks, and several copper bowls, pipes. 
funnels and buckets being all that is required. 
It is true that the crude glycerine so obtained 
is not so good as that yielded by tallow, palm 
oil and the like, but this is due to the fact 
that bone fat is a waste product, and, at any 
rate, the glycerine is highly suitable for mak- 
ing into nitro-glycerine, and may even, ‘tf not 
very impure, be refined for other purposes. 

As far as the advantages and disapvantages 
of using bone fatty acids in soap making are 
coneerned, it is true that in autoclave saponi- 
fication the resulting acid is generally darker 
than the neutral fat, but this is to a great ex- 
tent counteracted in the indirect method of 
boiling necessary in working these fatty acids 
up into soap, and even though finally the soap 
is a shade darker than if prepared from neu- 
tral fat the counter advantages are so great 
that this defect should not be allowed to pre- 
ponderate over them. In working with good 
neutral bone fat there is a minimum waste of 
7 per cent., due to glycerine and impurities, in 
addition to which the lime extracted from the 
bones in boiling combines with a portion of 
the fat to form an insoluble soap, which is 
also lost unless previously broken up by the 
action of sulphuric acid. The yield obtained 
in bone fat soap is generally about 150 per 
cent., but it sometimes happens that the yield 
is apparently greater owing to the absorption 
of water by the glue in the fat, the latter then 
requiring an extra proportion of lye and salt. 
Besides, the under lye from such a soap is 
thick and gelatinous when cold, and is then 
difficult to get rid of. Its appearance is, how- 
ever due to the presence of glue, and not, as 
might be supposed, to contained soap. 

On the other hand, with 98 per cent. pure 
bone fatty acids, the soap maker avoids the 
above sources of waste in lye, salt, etc., and 
obtains a clean under lye; the yield is also 
greater by at least 10 per cent., there being 
5 per cent. more fatty acid in the raw ma- 
terial than in the case of neutral fat. Finally, 
the soap, though it may be a shade darker, is 
much cleaner and more free from smell than 
that from neutral fat. 

In soaps usually made by the indirect meth- 
od the substitution of bone fatty acids for 
neutral fat entails no alteration of the process 
beyond the employment of a stronger lye, 
along with a little salt for saponification, the 
fatty acids being added by degrees to the boil- 
ing lye, and combination retarded by the aid 
of salt. For textile soaps these fatty acids 
are peculiarly adapted, on account of purity 
and ready saponifiability, and when worked 
up in a suitable manner offer a guarantee that 


the soap-is free from all harmful substances.

ON THE CAUSES OF RANCIDITY IN 
FATS. 


G. Spaeth publishes in the Zietschrift fur 
analytische Chemie a paper on the causes 
producing rancidity in fats. Assuming, on 
the basis of the results obtained by Duclaux, 
Ritsert, and U. von Klecki, that rancidity is 
due to a process of oxidation, and not to de- 
composition of the fat by water or the action 
of micro-organisms, he examined the course 
of this operation more closely, and endeav- 
ored to obtain guidance from the products. of 
decomposition, with which the non-volatile 








and solid fatty acids, as well as the volatile 
fatty acids of low molecular weight, have 
hitherto been classified. He found, contrary 
to Gantter, that free glycerine is not pro- 
duced when fats are decomposed into free 
fatty acids by oxidation at room temperature, 
the presumption being that it must therefore 
have passed over into some other state of 
combination. 

The deductions drawn by the author from 
his researches, which should lead to a more 
extended study of the interesting phenomenon 
of rancidity are: 

1. In the development of rancidity the un- 
saturated fatty acids (oleie acid) are, above 
all, attacked, chiefly forming acids containing 
a low percentage of carbon. Aldehyde sub- 
stances and oxy-fatty acids are pro- 
duced. 

2. With the progress of oxidation, and the 
formation of free acids, the volatile acids in- 
crease considerably. 

3. In the formation of the resulting free 
fatty acids the whole of the liquid and solid 
acids originally present in combination take 
part. 

4. As the oxidation of the fat proceeds, the 
absorptive power of the fat, as well as of the 
resulting liquid fatty acids, for iodine de- 
creases in a corresponding ratio, the diminu- 
tion being due to the oxidation, decomposition 
and polymerization of the unsaturated fatty 
acids. Fats oxidized in this way exhibit a 
greater deflection in the refractometer than 
ordinary fats, the inerease being due to the 
polymerization of unsaturated fatty acids. 

5. The melting point of rancid fats is higher 
all round than when they are fresh.

ABOUT DISHORNING. 


Of a lot of twenty yearling and two-year- 
old steers now being fed at the Oklahoma Ex- 
periment Station, eleven were dishorned 
in November, the others having been 
dishorned previously. Three days later the 
dishorned steers were found to have lost an 
average of 11 pounds each in weight, while 
those previously dishorned showed a aver- 
age gain of 15 pounds each. One week later 
the freshly dishorned steers showed a gain 
of 30 pounds each, the other nine a gain of 
21 pounds. The apparent loss from the dis- 
hornment for the ten days was about 16 
pounds each. Not one of the dishorned steers 
seemed to show any ill-effect from the opera- 
tion, but they evidently ate less for a few 
days. 
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ARE YOU OUT OF EMPLOYMENT? 
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BUREAU OF ANIMAL INDUSTRY. 


The Bureau of Animal Industry, which is 
one of the departments of the United States 
Government, being connected with the De- 
partment of Agriculture, and ably presided 
over by Dr. D. E. Salmon, with his: corps of 
efficient assistants, is an expensive one and 
eosts a tidy amount to keep up. But its ad- 
vantages are so manifold, and its objects are 
so directly in the interest of public health, 
that no one will challenge the desirability of 
its existence. With reference to this import 
ant feature of the National Government, the 
New England Grocer says: 

When the Bureau was first established 
there was a great deal of opposition to it; but 
so conscientiously and thoroughly has the 
work been done and so evident is the neces- 
sity for its existence, that all opposition is 
now overcome. The report of the Bureau for 
the last fiscal year, issued recently, shows 
that 36,000,080 animals were examined dur- 
ing the year as to health and physical condi- 
tion. By far the greater number of these 
were examined at the slaughter houses; while 
a smaller number underwent inspection at the 
storehouses, where they had been sent. But 
the number is truly remarkable. It is an evi- 
dence of energetic activity on the part of the 
associates engaged by the Bureau. The ani- 
mals included 7,529,523 cattle or about 21 per 
cent. of the whole number, 314,846 calves or 
1 per cent. of the number, 6,318,284 sheep or 
17 per cent, of the number, and 35,917,479 
hogs or 61 per cent. of the entire number. It 
will thus be seen that hogs were by far the 
greater number inspected. The figures given, 
large as they may seem, included only living 
animals. There was also carried on an in- 
spection of animals after being slaughtered 
those which did not before their death receive 
official sanction as being put and wholesome. 
The number examined by the officials after 
slaughter of the animals was 18,883,275. 

According to the Bureau officials this de 
partment is only in its infancy, and that each 
year will see a larger corps of assistants in 
the Bureau and a correspondingly larger-num- 
ber of inspections. One need have no sus 
picion that the work of the department is 
done in a slipshod, careless manner, or that 
the inspectors are indifferent to their work. 
For as the report shows, there were during 
the year the following number of animals 
condenmed as unfit for food or absolutely un- 
wholesome.

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During the present year, should the exports 
increase as is expected, the examinations will 
probably far exceed in number those made 
during the year which has just passed. The 
most expressive part of the department is the 
work.

And the number of 
microscopic examinations made was 979,380, 
somewhat less than in the preceding year, ow- 
ing to the fact that many examinations were 
waived on account of the expense. The 
ject of the microscopic examination is to de- 
tect the presence in the various meats of 
parasites and of pathological conditions not 
apparent to the naked eye. 

Altogether the money spent during the year 
to run the Bureau of Animal Industry 
amounted to $600,000; and this included the 
cost of experiments on arrivals in reference 
to their susceptibility to certain diseases. This

BUTCHERS vs. DEPARTMENT 
STORES. 


In Copenhagen, Denmark, about 450,000 in- 
habitants, with suburbs, a large department 
store was started and commenced to handle 
articles from a pin to a wagon pole. When it 
subsequently commenced to handle meat, it 
encountered serious trouble. 

The city owns and controls the cattle mar- 
ket, which is accessible by rail and steamer. 
The market is divided into stalls for the dif- 
ferent kinds of cattle offered for sale. Farm- 
ers or cattle commissioners pay a small fee for 
each animal. This money alone pays the in- 
terest on the city’s investment. It is required 
by law that all cattle must be inspected be- 
fore and after killing, and the meat inspector 
shall put the official stamp on each quarter 
of beef. By having cattle killing establish- 
ments in connection with the cattle market 
any butcher with means to buy a cow or steer 
can have it killed, dressed and delivered from 
this market by paying a small fee. All the 
offal, skins, tallow and other product is 
bought at the place by representatives of the 
tanners, margarine men, glue makers, etc., 
at a weekly standard price according to mar- 
ket ruling. All the retail and wholesale 
butchers have a union, as do also the journey- 
men butchers. 

These preliminary facts are given so that 
the reader may have a clear understanding 
of the conditions. When this department store 
in question commenced handling meat, a joint 
committee from the cattle raisers, commis- 
sion men and butchers was appointed to look 
into the matter. It did not take long for the 
butchers to find out that they were losing a 
great deal of the cash trade, but their credit 
trade was not much affected. A meeting was 
accordingly called and held, at which were 
present cattle dealers, commission men, 
butchers, representatives of the newspapers 
and the journeymen butchers. After debating 
for some time on the subject, the following 
resolutions, in substance, were offered and 
adopted: 

That all retail butchers withhold their pat- 
ronage from any newspaper not in harmony 
with their interests. 

That no butcher would buy any meat or 
cattle from people dealing with department 
stores. 

That all butchers would stop selling skins, 
tallow and other products to any manufac- 
turer who patronized department stores. 














That any journeymen butcher killing cattle 
for a department store would not be eligible 
to serve a retail butcher. 

That the journeymen butchers should co-op- 
erate with their employers and secure the as- 
sistance of other branches of organized labor. 
The department store was employing boys and 
girls whose place was in the school room. 
Men should have had their positions. 

This agreement was kept and carried out 
with these results: The newspapers preferred 
the collective patronage of the butchers 
rather than the individual patronage of the 
department store; the latter found it extreme- 
ly difficult to secure men to procure their 
meat or get men to handle it; organized labor 
was agitating against them, as were also busi- 
ness men whose trade was affected by the de- 
partment store. 

The latter found the obstacles too great to 
surmount, and in two months the butchers 


were selling their meat in peace as formerly, 
their only competitors being themselves. 
In a later issue will be given an article sug- 
gesting methods which the butchers can em- 
ploy in successfully compting with the de- 
partment store.

GRUBS IN HIDES AND SKINS. 
(Continued.) 

The structure of the ovipositor clearly ex- 
cludes the possibility of puncture, for, though 
horny, it has a blunt, trifid tip, and it is be- 
set at the end with certain minute hairs, and 
structure of this character is a very safe 
guide to habit. (Riley.) 

Until recently it was assumed as a matter 
of fact that the larve entered turough the 
skin, but the discoveries of Dr. Curtice have 
proven, for lineata at least, that the nomal 
source is by way of the mouth and aliment- 
ary canal, and will be discussed more fully 
under lineata. While from analogy it seems 
very probable that a similar habit will be 
proven for bovis, I know no positive observa- 
tions, but Miss Ormerod adheres to the be- 
lief that the entrance for that species is 
through the skin. 

In either case the maggots, as a rule, must 
be within the animal as early as October (for 
lineata much earlier), and by January the 
lumps or swellings along the back denoting 
their presence become appreciable, and 
growth continues as late as April and possi- 
bly May, varying with latitude. We have 
quite fully developed specimens (of lineata) 
taken March 25, from the backs of cattle at 
Ames, Iowa, at which time they were mostly 
well grown, and some of them apparently 
about ready to escape from the ulcer. After 
working their way through the opening in the 
hide, in which they are assisted by the prick- 
ly tubercules covering the body, they drop to 
the ground. The full process described by 
Dr. Williston (Stand. Nat. Hist., pp. 427-428): 

They have the peculiar ability to contract 
either end into the elongated cylindrical form, 
which not only serves them to their egress, 
but also to bore into the ground. A few days 
before they are ready to emerge they begin

direct from our home producers, and are 
obliged to depend upon our home manufactur- 
ers for a market, we desire to call your at- 
tention to the present paralyzed condition of 
this branch of trade caused by the large quan- 
tity of imported pickled and tanned skins 
coming from the pauper paid labor of Europe, 
Australia and India. 

Previous to the passage of the Wilson bill 
we were able to get fair prices for our prod- 
nets, which enabled us to pay the farmer and 
producer proportionate fair prices for raising 
their stock. Within the past two years these 
conditions have all been changed and now our 


business is practically at a standstill, with 
the outlets for our products closed to us, 
while they have become annexes to the pau- 


per factories of Europe, thus depriving us of 
engaging American labor at American wages, 
and curtailing the sheep skin industry of this 
country to an unheard of low standard. 


In order that you may understand what 
pickled skins are, we will add that after the 
wool is removed they are prepared for the 


tanners and other consumers by us and called 
pi¢kled sheep skins. We will also say that 
the more wool skins we can handle, the more 


employment we are able to give our citizens. 
As we realize the time is short for the pass 
age of the bill now before your honorable 


body for the protection of home manufactures 
and labor, we trust you will give this your 
respectful consideration and see that we are 
protected against the evils which we have had 


to fight against for the past three or four 
years. We would suggest that a duty of 
thirty per cent. ad valorem would be a fair 


tax to enable us to make a decent living.

LARGER MARKET FOR CHEESE. 

Washington, May 18.—Representative Wil- 
ber, of New York, is actively pushing a move 
ment in conjunction with W. A. McKnight, 
a member of the Liverpool and Manchester 
Chambers of Commerce, who came to Amer 
ica for this special purpose, whereby it is 
hoped to extend the market for American 
cheese abroad by rendering impossible fraud- 
ulent practises that have affected injuriously 
the standing of American cheese with the for- 
eign consumer. Secretary Wilson, of the 
Agricultural Department; one yf Gage, 
and the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
have promised them their support in thé 
movement, and immediate steps will be taken 
by the Government officers in Washington, 
New York and Cuicago, to make it impossible 
in the future for the American dairymen to 
suffer by reason of their product being imitat- 
ed and “filled cheese” sold as genuine Ameri- 
can cheese.
